To:  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borouyth  of  Dover: 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1949. 

The  report  is  presented  in  accordance  with  my  statutory  duties  and  on 
the  lines  indicated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  civilian  population  was  33,520, 
a slight  increase  on  that  for  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  was  19.3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  a decrease 
of  2.1  compared  with  1948.  The  average  rate  per  town  of  comparable  size  was 
18.0.  The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  12.2,  an  increase  of  1.1 
on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  corresponding  rate  for  the  smaller  towns 
was  11.6. 

Infant  mortalitiy  also  showed  an  increase,  having  risen  from  31  per  1,000 
live  births  in  1948  to  39,  and  compared  unfavourably  with  the  rate  for  the  smaller 
towns  which  was  30.  There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

A sharp  rise  in  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  was  noted  while  measles, 
though  still  fairly  prevalent,  showed  a decline.  Seven  cases  of  Poliomyelitis 
were  confirmed  during  the  year,  four  of  which  were  paralytic.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  notifications  in  respect  of  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  fewer  than  in  1948  and  that  deaths  were  also  fewer.  Never- 
theless, little  complacency  is  warranted  on  this  account,  while  such  important 
factors  in  tuberculosis  control  as  lack  of  Sanatorium  beds  and  inadequate 
housing  persist. 

Housing  activities  formed  a large  part  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment during  the  year.  Other  aspects  of  the  Department’s  work,  particularly 
in  connection  with  milk  and  other  food  supplies,  also  received  due  attention. 

One  may  be  fairly  certain,  however,  that  the  good  to  be  derived  from 
these,  as  well  as  from  the  personal  health  services,  must  be  largely  dissipated 
so  long  as  many  of  the  townspeople  remain  inadequately  housed. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Alderman  F.  C.  Overton,  and  the  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year  and  I 
take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  helpful  co-operation  by  other  Dep- 
artments of  the  Council  and  by  the  County  Medical  Officer.  My  thanks  are  also 
due  to  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  other  members  of  the  Staff  for  their 
indispensable  assistance  in  preparing  this  report.

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SECTION  B— GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES 


1.  Laboratory  Facilities: 

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Maid- 
stone, and  the  Hospital  Laboratory,  Buckland  Hospital,  Dover,  for 
bacteriological,  biological  and  bio-chemical  examinations. 

In  addition,  various  chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Analysts  at  their  laboratory  in  Canterbury. 

2.  Ambulance  Service: 

This  service,  since  the  5th  July,  1948,  has  been  operated  and 
administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council.  The  service  has  con- 
tinued to  be  based  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  and  is  supple- 
mented by  the  provision  of  vehicles  operated  and  manned  by  the 
St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  acting  as  agents  of  the  County 
Council. 

3.  Mortuary  Service: 

The  mortuary  continued  to  be  operated  as  in  previous  years.

4.  Nursing  in  the  Home: 


The  Kent  County  Council  has,  since  the  5th  July,  1948,  been 
the  administrative  authority  for  this  service. 

5.  Public  Baths: 

The  former  swimming  and  slipper  baths  in  the  town  were 
destroyed  by  enemy  action  during  the  war.  Accommodation  is  now 
provided  at  Woodlands,  Bridge  Street,  and  comprises  seven  slipper 
baths  and  four  showers,  available  for  men  on  three  days  and  one 
half  day  per  week,  and  for  women  on  two  full  days  per  week. 

The  attendances  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1950,  were 
8540. 

6.  Hospital  Facilities: 

These  are  provided  by  (a)  The  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  for 
surgical  cases,  (b)  The  Buckland  Hospital,  for  general  medical  and 
maternity  cases  and  (c)  The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  for  in- 
fectious cases  except  smallpox,  for  which  accommodation  is  pro- 
vided at  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  Dartford. 

All  are  now  under  the  administration  of  the  South  East  Metro- 
politan Regional  Hospital  Board. 

7.  Nursing  Homes  Registration — Public  Health  Act,  1936: 
There  were  no  nursing  homes  registered  in  the  town.

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9.  National  Assistance  Act  1948: 

In  one  instance  it  was  found  necessary  to  apply  for  a Court 
Order  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  for  the  removal  of  an  aged 
person  to  Hospital. 

The  application  was  in  respect  of  a man,  aged  83,  who  was  living 
in  insanitary  conditions  and  by  reason  of  physical  incapacity  was 
unable  to  devote  to  himself,  and  was  not  receiving  from  others, 
proper  care  and  attention. 

The  application  was  made  after  only  careful  consideration  of 
the  circumstances  and  after  repeated  attempts  had  failed  to  gain  the 
patient’s  voluntary  co-operation  in  obtaining  the  attention  and 
treatment  required. 

An  Order  was  made  for  his  removal  and  detention  in  hospital 
for  a period  of  three  months  and  this  was  extended  for  further 
periods  of  three  months  by  applications  to  the  Court  as  required. 
An  extension  order  was  still  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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SECTION  C— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply: 

The  Borough  is  supplied  by  two  ilhdertakings,  namely,  the 
Corporation  Waterworks  and  the  East  Kent  District  Water  Com- 
pany. Both  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  are  sufficient  to  meet  the 
town’s  requirements. 

Fifteen  houses  in  the  Borough  are  not  connected  with  the  public 
mains:  of  these,  eight  have  well  water  (from  two  wells)  and  seven 
are  supplied  from  rain  water  tanks. 

Examination  of  Water  Supplies: 

Twenty-four  samples  from  the  mains’  supply  to  dwelling  houses 
were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  all  being 
reported  as  satisfactory.  In  addition,  ten  samples  from  the  Corpora- 
tion’s reservoir  were  reported  as  satisfactory.  By  arrangement  with 
the  East  Kent  District  Water  Company,  copies  of  reports  on  the 
periodical  examination  of  the  Company’s  water  at  the  source  of 
supply  were  received:  these  reports,  numbering  fourteen,  were  all 
satisfactory. 

Four  samples  of  the  Corporation  Undertaking’s  water  supply 
were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  the  following  is  a typical 
report  on  such  analyses: —

The  above  results  are  very  satisfactory  throughout  and  indicate 
water  organically  pure  and  free  from  sewage  percolation.  The 
Microscopical  examination  is  also  very  satisfactory.

One  bacteriological  sample  taken  from  an  underground  rain 
water  tank  supplying  three  farm  cottages  in  the  rural  area,  of  the 
Borough  was  reported  onms  follows: — 

“ Number  of  organisms  per  c.c.  capable  of  growth  on  Agar  at 
37°C  = 28  and  at  22°C  = 10,040.  B.  coli  (presumptive)  = present 
in  1 c.c. : further  tests  showed  that  these  were  not  typical  B.  coli. 
No  evidence  of  recent  faecal  contamination,”  When  the  sample  was 
taken,  a considerable  period  of  drought  had  been  experienced  and 
the  occupiers  of  the  Cottages  were  deriving  their  water  supply  from 
the  main  water  supply  to  the  Farm  premises.  Under  normal  con- 
ditions, when  the  tank  supply  is  sulhcient  to  meet  needs,  the  water 
is  boiled  before  consumption.  One  sample  of  the  water  was  also 
submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  the  Analyst  remarked  that, 
although  there  was  no  evidence  of  sewage  entering  the  tank,  the 
water  was  very  unsatisfactory. 

In  view  of  these  conditions,  attention  is  being  given  to  the 
connection  of  the  water  mains  to  these  Cottages. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

The  main  sewerage  system  discharges  into  the  sea,  as  described 
in  the  1930  survey  report:  normal  extensions  in  connection  with  new 
housing  estates,  mainly  outside  the  Borough  boundaries,  were  made 
during  the  year  and  work  was  commenced  renewing  an  old  surface 
water  drain  along  the  main  thoroughfare. 

With  the  following  exceptions,  all  houses  are  conneeted  to  the 
main  sewers: — 

52  dwelling  houses  with  water  closets  connected  to  cesspools. 
30  dwelling  houses  with  pail  closets. 

Public  Cleansing: 

The  removal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by 
the  Borough  Engineers  Department.  Disposal  is  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Coombe  Refuse  Dump. 

Disposal  of  builder’s  rubbish  and  other  inoffensive  waste  pro- 
ducts is  by  tipping  at  Elms  Vale.

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Atmospheric  Pollution: 

Smoke  Abatement: 

Little  serious  nuisance  was  encountered  from  the  emission  of 
smoke  from  chimneys  in  the  town  during  the  year  and,  with  the 
increasing  use  of  gas  and  electricity  and  other  aproved  devices  in 
the  home  as  well  as  in  industry,  a further  reduction  of  the  town’s 
smoke  generally  may  be  anticipated. 

During  the  year,  apart  from  a period  of  exceptionally  thick  fog 
early  in  the  year  and  which  was  common  to  most  places  in  this 
region,  the  only  trouble  originating  from  a local  source  and  re- 
quiring action  by  this  department  is  recorded  by  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  as  follows: — 

Following  observations  on  the  chimney  of  a local  saw  mill,  one 
warning  letter  was  addressed  to  the  occupiers  directing  their  attention 
to  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  emmission  of  black  smoke:  during 
one  hour’s  observations  the  following  results  were  recorded: — 
Black  Smoke  6|  minutes 

Moderate  Smoke  IJ  minutes 

None  or  slight  52  minutes 

The  explanation  of  the  occupiers,  viz.,  that  it  was  necessary  to 
dispose  of  wood  chips  from  the  saw  mill  into  the  boiler  fuel  and  that 
the  nuisance  was  probably  caused  by  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the 
stoker  when  fueling  the  chips  to  the  fire,  was  accepted  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  instructions  had  been  given  to  the  engineer  in  charge 
to  take  steps  to  prevent  a repetition  of  the  nuisance.

the  elimination  of  this  particular  source  of  danger  to  health.

The  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  business  premises  continued 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year,  the  charge  of  2s.  6d.  per  hour 
being  increased  to  3s.  Od.  per  hour  in  July.  No  complaints  were 
received  as  to  the  efficiency  or  the  cost  of  the  service  rendered. 

Of  greater  importance  than  the  actual  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice  is  the  prevention  of  infestations  and,  as  most  of  the  complaints 
received  were  in  respect  of  private  dwellings,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  the  numbers  of  such  infestations  would  be  materially  reduced 
if  occupiers  were  more  careful  in  maintaining  adequate  preventive 
measures  at  all  times. 

During  the  year,  one  Brown  Rat  and  five  Black  Rats  were 
submitted  for  examination  to  the  County  Pathological  Laboratory; 
in  no  instance  was  B.  Pestis  found. 

The  slight  evidence  of  Black  (or  Ship)  rat  in  the  town  is  of 
interest,  especially  as  this  rat  has  not  been  conspicuous  in  the  Dock 
premises  in  recent  years. 

Sewer  Rodent  Control: 

In  accordance  with  the  scheme  sponsored  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  two  sewer  treatments  were  effected  during 
the  year.  Since  the  Initial  treatment  in  1947,  the  following  treat-

3.  Overcrowding: 

Sixteen  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  during  the 
year,  compared  with  33  in  the  previous  year.  Few  of  these  were 
known  to  have  been  relieved  by  the  end  of  the  year  under  review. 
The  overcrowding  thus  accumulating,  which  added  to  the  insanitary 
conditions  of  many  old  houses  in  the  Borough,  and  the  prevailing 
shortage  of  new  houses  altogether  constitute  an  enduring  problem 
of  the  first  importance  to  public  health.  During  the  year,  recom- 
mendations in  respect  of  59  applications  were  made  by  this  Depart- 
’ment  to  the  Housing  Department  for  priority  rehousing  on  health 
grounds.

1 . Milk  Supply 

(a)  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949: 

These  Regulations,  revoking  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations, 
1936-1943,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1949.  Their 
principal  effect  was  to  transfer  from  the  Local  Authority  to  the 
Central  Government  the  duties  and  powers  in  respect  of  the  dairy 
farms  and  dairy  farmers,  a transfer  which  has  given  rise  to  several 
anomalies  and  made  the  practice  of  adequate  milk  control  by  the 
Local  Authority  more  difficult. 

The  registration  of  dairy  farms  and  of  dairy  farmers,  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  Regulations  in  relation  thereto,  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  while 
the  Local  Authority  retained  responsibility  in  respect  of  milk  dis- 
tributors (a  new  term  introduced  by  the  Regulations  and  defined 
as  “ persons  trading  from  premises  other  than  at  dairy  farms  ”)  and 
of  dairy  premises  other  than  farms.

Two  dealers  from  outside  the  Borough  granted  supplementary 
licences  to  use  the  term  “ Pasteurised  ” in  relation  to  milk  retailed 
by  them  within  the  Borough,  principal  licences  having  been  issued 
by  the  Borough  of  Folkestone  and  the  Dover  Rural  District  Council 
respectively. 
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(iii)  Tuberculin  Tested  [Pasteurised):

Report  on  Administrative  Action  Taken: 

(1)  The  percentage  of  Fat  and  Non-Fatty  Solids  of  the  genuine 
samples  of  Milk  averaged  3.63  and  8.73  respectively,  as  compared 
with  3.52  and  8.85  of  the  genuine  samples  submitted  during  1948. 
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(2)  An  informal  sample  of  Beef  Sausages  was  reported  as  con- 
taining 25  % of  meat,  which  was  largely  gristle  and  entirely  devoid 
of  fat.  A subsequent  formal  sample  from  the  same  retailer  was  found 
to  contain  30%  of  meat  and,  in  respect  of  this,  proceedings  were 
instituted,  the  defendant  being  fined  £20  Os.  Od.  and  ordered  to  pay 
£5  5s.  Od.  costs. 

(3)  Analysis  showed  that  a formal  sample  of  milk  contained 
6.88%  Non-Fatty  Sohds:  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the 
retailer  who  was  fined  £10  Os.  Od.  and  ordered  to  pay  £3  3s.  Od. 
costs. 

(4)  An  informal  sample  of  unsweetened  condensed  milk, 
submitted  in  consequence  of  a complaint  that  the  milk  curdled  when 
added  to  hot  beverages,  was  found  to  have  excessive  acidity  content. 
Eighteen  tins  of  the  same  brand  of  milk  were  voluntarily  surrendered 
by  the  retailer.  Investigations  were  also  pursued  at  the  wholesalers, 
from  whose  stocks  seven  tins  of  the  milk  were  sent  for  analysis: 
these  were  all  reported  upon  unfavourably  by  the  Public  Analyst, 
the  acid  content,  calculated  as  Lactic  Acid,  varying  from  0.55  % to 
0.65  %.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Food,  Milk 
Products  Division,  and  arrangements  made  for  the  disposal  of  the 
milk  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

(5)  One  informal  sample  of  milk  submitted  in  consequence  of 
a complaint  was  reported  as  being  deficient  in  Fat  to  the  extent  of 
85  per  cent.  Consequent  formal  samples  from  the  retailer  were 
however  found  to  be  genuine. 

(6)  A formal  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat 
to  the  extent  of  8.6%:  three  “ in  course  of  delivery  ” samples  from 
producer  to  retailer  were  consequently  taken  and,  of  these,  two 
were  reported  as  being  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  3.6  and  6.6% 
respectively.  Of  three  “Appeal  to  Cow samples,  taken  at  his 
premises  on  request  by  the  producer,  two  were  found  to  be  deficient 
to  the  extent  of  10  and  8.3%,  and  subsequent  statutory  action 
in  respect  of  the  samples  was  therefore  waived. 

(7)  One  informal  sample  of  “ Mayonnaise  ” was  reported 
upon  by  the  Public  Analyst,  as  follows: — “ Undergoing  gross  fer- 
mentation and,  in  view  of  the  presence  of  egg,  such  lack  of  sterility 
must  be  regarded  with  the  gravest  suspicion ; sample  unfit  for  human 
consumption.”  The  remainder  of  the  consignment,  402  x 5 oz. 
bottles,  were  withdrawn  from  sale. 

(8)  Two  informal  samples  of  Dried  Milk  Powder  were  re- 
ported by  the  Public  Analyst  as  containing  excessive  acidity,  cal- 
culated as  Lactic  acid,  and  unfit  for  use  as  human  food.  The  samples 
were  submitted  from  the  stocks  of  a School  Canteen  Kitchen  on 
receipt  of  a complaint  that  the  Milk  Powder  had  a musty  smell  and 
curdled  on  reconstitution.  The  results  of  analysis  were  referred  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  such  action  as  he  deemed 
advisable. 
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(9)  Information  having  been  reeeived  from  the  port  of  entry 
that  certain  cases  of  Imported  Crystallised  Fruits  had  been  found 
to  contain  excessive  sulphur  dioxide  and  that  four  such  cases  had 
been  consigned  to  a local  caterer,  an  informal  sample  of  the  product 
was  submitted  from  the  latter’s  stocks.  The  sample  was  reported 
as  containing  1020  parts  per  million  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  the 
caterer  was  advised  that  the  sulphur  dioxide  content  of  the  article 
must  be  reduced  to  the  permitted  amount  before  being  used.  The 
four  cases  of  crystallised  fruits  were  subsequently  returned  to  the 
suppliers,  since  the  caterer  could  not  undertake  to  reduce  the  sulphur 
dioxide  content. 

7.  Sale  of  Unsound  Food:  Section  9 — Food  and  Drugs  Act, 

1938: 

One  prosecution  was  instituted  under  Section  9 of  the  Act  in 
respect  of  the  exposure  of  meat  pies  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
The  case  was  proved  and  the  defendant  was  fined  £5  Os.  Od.  and 
ordered  to  pay  £3  3s.  Od.  costs. 

8.  Ice  Cream: 

Strict  supervision  was  maintained  over  all  premises  in  the 
Borough  used  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice 
cream.  55  samples  of  the  product  were  submitted  for  the  methylene

To:  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Dover,  acting  as 
the  Port  Health  Authority  of  the  Port  of  Dover. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Port  health  of 
Dover  for  the  year  1949. 

The  report  is  presented  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Memorandum  302/S.A. 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  dated  the  2nd  December,  1946,  and  is  modified  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  Circular  104/49  dated  the  1 5 th  November,  1949. 

None  of  the  Convention  Diseases  occurred  in  ships  arriving  at  the  Port 
during  the  year.  A number  of  smallpox  contacts  were,  however,  under  super- 
vision by  this  Department,  having  been  notified  from  another  Port  Health 
Authority  under  Article  16  of  the  Port  Health  Regulations,  1933  and  1945. 

Among  cases  of  illness  or  injury  landed  from  vessels,  there  were  two 
cases  of  malaria  and  two  of  minor  infectious  diseases. 

The  number  of  sanitary  inspections  of  vessels  during  the  year  was  115; 
of  these,  43  were  made  in  respect  of  coastwise  vessels  and  72  in  respect  of  ships 
from  abroad.  Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  nine  instances  and  the  proportion 
of  such  defects  in  ships  of  British  Registration  was  greater  than  was  found 
among  ships  of  other  nations. 

Foodstuffs  imported  during  the  year  amounted  to  24,306  tons;  5 cwts. 
were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  total  passenger  traffic  during  the  year  was  heavier  than  in  1948, 
though  the  number  of  aliens  arriving  fell  by  over  26,000.  The  aliens  medically 
inspected  numbered  123,177  while  6,187  were  medically  examined  by  the  Medical 
Inspector. 

Co-operation  by  H.M.  Customs  and  Immigration  authorities  in  the  work 
generally  continued  effectively  and  the  Department  is  indebted  to  the  officers 
concerned  for  their  assistance  during  the  year. 

Acknowledgement  is  also  due  in  respect  of  the  conscientious  service 
rendered  by  all  members  of  the  Port  Health  staff  throughout  the  year.

Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Declarations  of  Health: 

These  are  collected  and  examined  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
if  he  boards  the  vessels  on  arrival,  or  by  H.M. Customs  Officers. In 
the  latter  case,  each  Declaration  is  forwarded  to  the  Port  Medical 
. Officer  forthwith.  During  the  yearl949.  Declarations  of  Health  were 
received  in  respect  of  85  vessels. 

The  other  arrangements,  which  are  described  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  1948,  under  the  above  Regulations,  were  continued 
during  the  year,  except  that  hospital  accommodation  for  cases  of 
smallpox  ceased  to  be  available  locally  with  the  closure  of  the 
Smallpox  Hospital  at  Poulton  early  in  the  year.  This  means 
that,  should  a case  of  smallpox  now  occur,  accommodation  would 
have  to  be  sought  at  the  Joyce  Green  Hospital,  Dartford,  and,  in 
case  of  difficulty,  by  applying  to  the  Emergency  Bed  Service  to  find 
out  where  the  case  could  be  admitted.  These  arrangements  obviously 
leave  much  to  be  desired  and  any  undue  delay  occasioned  by  them 
in  the  disposal  of  a case  would  be  particularly  felt  in  a port  such  as 
Dover  where  ships  from  infected  areas,  as  a rule,  merely  call  to 
disembark  passengers  and  should  not  be  held  for  an  unreasonable 
time  in  the  port. 

Experience  in  the  working  of  Article  16:' 

No  special  measures  were  found  necessary  in  this  connection 
during  the  year. 

Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease 

Leaflets  giving  particulars  of  the  local  facilities  are  distributed 
as  a routine  to  Masters  of  vessels  entering  the  port.

Remarks : 

During  the  year,  several  consignments  of  imported  pears  were 
found,  on  inspection  at  Dover,  to  be  contaminated  with  an  insect- 
iside  deposit.  Samples  taken  for  analysis  showed  quantities  of 
arsenic  tri-oxide  varying  from  1/700  to  1/1,000  gr.  per  pound  and 
a copper  content  of  less  than  5 parts  per  million.  The  Consignments 
were  allowed  to  proceed. 

Further  consignments,  showing  a similar  degree  of  contamin- 
ation, were  not  sampled  but  the  Health  Authorities  at  each  place  of 
destination  were  informed. 

In  some  instances,  subsequent  sampling  showed  excessive  quan- 
tities of  arsenic  on  the  skin  of  the  pears  amounting  in  one  case  to 
more  than  Jgr.  per  pound.  The  visual  appearance  was  obviously 
little  guide  as  to  the  extent  of  the  contamination  and,  in  order  to 
obviate  any  possible  risk,  the  importers  were  advised  regarding 
cleansing  of  the  fruit  before  sale. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  ALIENS 


The  following  report  surveys  the  work  of  the  Medical  Inspector 
under  the  Aliens  Order,  1920,  and  subsequent  amendments.

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  Aliens  arriving  at  the  port  out- 
weighed the  increase  noted  during  1948.  The  services  for  passenger 
traffic  were  extended  during  the  year  and  the  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  aliens  travelling  in  spite  of  increased  facilities  may  be 
explained,  in  part  at  least,  by  devaluation  of  the  pound  towards 
the  end  of  the  year.

The  numbers  subjected  to  medical  examination  in  relation  to 
the  total  showed  little  change  compared  with  previous  years.  Sim- 
ilarly, the  rate  of  certificates  of  aliens  examined  varied  but  little, 
being  0.3%  compared  with  0.2%  in  1948.  The  certificates  issued 
were  again  mostly  “ C ” certificates  for  some  physical  incapacity 
sufficient  to  warrant  consideration  and  appropriate  action  by  the 
Immigration  Authorities.  *

Remarks: 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  graph  depicting  the  numbers  of  aliens 
examined  in  their  respective  categories  during  each  month  of  the 
year,  the  great  majority  were  females  holding  Ministry  of  Labour 
permits;  these  permit  holders  were,  in  the  main,  taking  up  employ- 
ment as  domestic  workers  and,  with  very  few  exceptions,  were  found 
to  possess  a high  standard  of  general  health.  Many  also  possessed 
recent  medical  certificates  of  fitness,  which  they  had  obtained  before 
leaving  their  country  of  origin. 

On  the  whole,  the  year’s  experience  in  the  working  of  the 
Aliens  Order  seemed  to  confirm  the  earlier  impression  that  much 
of  the  Medical  Inspector’s  routine  work  could  well  be  delegated  to 
an  experienced  and  fully  qualified  nurse,  especially  where  close 
liaison  with  the  Immigration  Staff  is  maintained  and  the  services 
of  a Medical  Officer  are  readily  available  when  required.
